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ABSTRACT 

This is a report of a state-wide committee 
established by the Vice-chancellor for Two-Year Campuses to develop a 
-?ystem of definitions and reporting for Ohio's two-year colleges, 
vpecifically, the committee's goals were: (1) to suggest a 
conceptually focused glossary of terms which could be used to assure 
uniformity and comparability of data; (2) to review program 
descriptions and classifications of titles; (3) to suggest data 
elements for reporting which would reflect an accurate, appropriate, 
and complete profile of programs in two-year institutions in Ohio; 

(4) to suggest interfacing of coding information into one system; and 

(5) to incorporate a plan for classifying, coding, and unduplicated 
reporting of noncredit programs/courses in continuing education. 
Committee activities, recommendations, and implications of these 
recommendations at the institutional level are presented and 
discussed. The committee focused especially on the concept of 
continuing education and various methods of reporting noncredit 
instruction. The recommended glossary of terms and five forms devised 
for institutional reporting of student characteristics are appended. 
(DC) 
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DACKGUOUiil) OF THE PKUJLCT 

The Citizen's Task Force on Micjlu;r Education, created under a charge 
from the Ohio General Assembly in the 1973-75 Biennial Appropriations Act, 
rocoirjiiended that the Oliio Board of Regents develop a structure for plc'nning In 
postsecondary education, and that the master plan approach be suppleiientcd with 
a process of continuous planning. As a follow-up of this Task Force, the Ohio 
Board of Regents prepared a "Working Plan for Two-Year Campuses." This was 
completed in draft form in September, 1974. It was the Board of Regents* 
first state plan for postsecondary education to be provided through tv/o-year 
public higher education cati;puses. It was a plan for the development and 
1mp"leii.entation of educational prograivs which v/ould extend far beyond traditional 
vievr,. It established goals for a broad range of new and flexible pronrams and 
for the delivery of at least two years of post-secondary education to a vast 
new clientele within the state. 

Access, lifelong learning, and quality improvement in education had been 
selected by the Citizens' Task Force on Higher Education as the three paramount 
achievement objectives for the 1970's for the citizens of Ohio in the field of 
post-secondary education. The Task Force also focused concern upon Ohio's 
dramatic lay behind the national average of all states in the participation rate 
of its citizens in postsecondary education. 

It was felt that Ohio's two-yoor campuses had a vital role to play in 
mecling th'^ objectives which were identified by the Task Force. The term "two- 
year canipu*:" as used in this presentation refers to a separate col logo operated 
by a loc.tl bonrfJ of truftoor. , a branch of a university, or one of the four urban ^ 
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centers opontcd by public universities. All institutions uncl(fr the tjovcrnancc 
of the Ohio Coard of Retjenti. are public institutions. 

The board of Hcyonts had long been interested in seruring bettor data 
regordinr) typos of students enrolled, particularly on two-year campuses. A 
conanittee was appointed by the Vice-Chancel lor for Two-Year Canpuscs in January 
1971 to develop a system of definitions and reporting for the state's two-year 
campuses. The coi inittee was representative of the two-year campuses of the state 
and included n embers from the community college, the technical colleges, the 
branches of the universities, and the university urban centers. The charge of the 
corjiiittco included making rcconanendations regarding the improvement of reporting 
in both quality and scope, and if possible to make this system compatible with 
all presently required systems. 

Purpose of the Pro ject 

The state-wide committee, composed of seven members, focused upon the 
following goals: 

To suggest a conceptually focused glossary of terms which could be 
used to assure uniformity and comparability of data. 

To review program descriptions and classification of titles — to be 
related by function to major fields of study -- on behalf of an improved informa- 
tion system that would be compatible with broader systems of which this informa- 
tion is ultimately a part. 

To suggest data elements for reporting which reflect a mere accurate, 
appropriate, and complete profile of programs in two-year institutions In Ohio. 

To suggest interfacing of coding inforiiiation into one system so that 
cvcnliiany n.oio corplcte and uniform reporting c-m be achieved both within and 
between the Ohio Pojrd of Kofjcnts and all public i institutions of higher educa- 
tion in Ohio. : 
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To incorporate a plan for classifying, coding* and unduplicatod 
reportiny of tht non-credit prograniG/courscs of continuing education, including 
career rclatfd, rocri.ation, leisure, and comiJiuni ty education. 

lo make any additional recommendations as necessary to reflect related 
issues or concerns which in the committee's view need further attention. 

To produce a report encompassing the goals mentioned above to be 
presented to the presidents of the two-year institutions. 

Activities of the St ate-wide Coii ii.iltt ee in Pl anning for Repo rting _toms_ 

The state-wide conanittce marked a two-month target period *i ■ ■ the 
production of a draft of recommendations to be forwarded to all twc year campuses 
for reaction. The conmittee tentatively planned for implementation by the summer 
of 1974. In its focus upon reporting systcmr. the committee sought to identify 
the elements of a fully useful reporting format which w-is compatible with 
presently required systeros, to identify data needed, to examine the present 
program reporting systcu!, and to give special attention to continuing education 
program classifications. At its initial meeting the coiiunittee concentrated upon 
these objectives as they affected programs and people. 

The committee agree'J to be concerned with the quality and scope of 
reporting, hut not with the iormat for reporting. The committee did not concern 
itself with whether o** not an identified item was already being reported. Broad 
areas of definitions and classifications for use In-state were concerned with 
enrollment., staffing, space utilization, inventory and usage, and courses /programs 

The Ohio Doard of Regents had initiated a Uniform Information System 
(UIS), wlilcfj h?d been put into operation in the fall of 19G6. The basic 
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conipoucnt«^ of inforriation led into 1)1S» on both on inventory and utiliiation 
level, includt.'d cnroHiiunt^ staffing, financiol, and physical plant data. 
While the system required that incoming reports conformed to standard definitions, 
it was freqjontly found that UIS categorizations did not give desired data. 
This was particularly true for two-year institutions which had large numbers of 
part-time students in tecnnical education and continuing education programs. 
For example, student inventory data did not include the purpose for registration — 
upgrading in present employment, preparation for now employment, personal interest, 
transfer to baccalaureate. In-service enrollments versus pro-service enrollments 
had to be differentiated, along with unclassified undergraduates. Technical 
courses generated larger FTC reimbursement, therefore program approval was an 
incentive for obtaining more complete student infowation. 

The Continuing rducatipr) Concept and Reporting fjon-credit JnstLUCtipn 

The conmittce agreed to concentrate irpon the concept of continuing 
education and reportino non-credit instruction although not all the results of 
its approach to these dc-fijiitioiis and classifications were incorporated into 
the recommended ylossary of terms or the revised reporting system. The committee 
attempted to define non-credit instruction and a series of classifictitions of 
data to be reported under non-credit instruction. 

After preliminary discussion, the comir.ittec concluded that continuing 
education as a concept seemed to be related to the aye of the student and to the 
cn.ployi.ient of the student. Thus continuing education students would cicnerally 
be s»>Hking education while employed. Often, the ob.ioctivo of their educational 
endonvors \.':is to improve their skills on the job. Frequently course work was 
Ci^rcor rel'iU;!. U'llhin r.-ircer related, sore instruction would be deci<iiiCiI to 
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pro|"r«*^ r.tudcnl for on entry-level occupation v.hilo other in!.trurtion v.'ould 
be intenood to up-grade on cn.ployc^'S capobil i tics v,'ithin an otcupotloniil field. 
The distinction between prescrvicc and inscrvice education could be made either 
in teriiis of tho intent of the courser, thciuselves or in terms of the uses which 
the student would iiako of the courses. 

The latter .ipprucich requires that the use of instruction be classified 
as the student perceives it. It is often difficult to distinguish between one 
stud«-nt purpose and another student purpose. If the subsidy pyyiuent for a 
particular institutional activity is to bo based upon a student statement of 
purpose, it would seei:i likely that the institution might influence the student 
to declare an institutional, rather than a personal, purpose. Furthern.ore, 
student purposes minht change froin time to time, rendering the information 
collected unstable. The siiiiplost means of reporting would assume that all 
students would deserve to be served by a subsidized program regardless of 
whether their purpose of hcinr in a course was career oriented or not. 

For institutional purposes, an institution might describe each 
course or program being offered which would appear to qualify as career 
prcpjrdtion, career advancement, or for other purposes. Kather than verifying 
student enployr;f»nt, or preparation for employmerit, the institution would riprcly 
desic,n courses for students v/ho v;ere either presently employed in a related 
ocLupation or for a preservice classified student, l.'hcthcr the student v.as 
of the aipropriate classification was irir.terial if the course were serving 
thf nc^^cs of th? student. Therefore, the course needed rorely to be defitied 
with a course description and the present status of the student's employment 
could be di srofjurdi'd. 
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It Ui«s nr.t<fl by cornitlce r^.i bur. iltot the uuuiO non-cixJit course 
was very Dcxil.lo ii; t< nus of U{i<;Ui. The wourso was u'.ually desirjiicd to 
accoir.pl ir.h a s,jecifi(.<l ohjrclivo or sot of objoctWos, and the Iciiulh of the 
course vas closoly rtlaied to the roalization of the objective. The objectives 
wore not written in terms of any concept of academic -rodit so the non-credit 
feature of the course sUjnified its inherent flexit ty in terms of how long 
the course should t>c offered. Thus, there could be no standard unit of 
length to use in referring to non-credit courses. 

However, any non-credit course v/ould presumably meet within certain 
tir:e fraw.'S of instruction. Thus the standard clock hour cf instruction — 
normally GO minutes — would appear to be applicable as a unit of moasurc in 
non-credit instruction. Some of the activities of an institution in the area 
of coi'Biiunity service^: miciht be instructional and appear to be non-credit 
instruction. The distinction between similar activities and the institution 
non-credit activities would be detailed on a class roster whenever non-credit 
instruction was being offered. Thus the roster would be maintained as a record 
by the institution to authenticate that such non>credit instruction had 

indeed boon offered. 

If non-credit instruction were beiny subsidized, the schedule cf 
offerin.js uo:ld be classified as eligible for subsidy and thus subject to approval 
for that pu.pose. The listimi would beco-...e the authenticating device. 

If instructionnl activities without credit wore originated within the 
institution by another courunity or cjovernt;;cntal agency, they would ho determined not 
to be non-credit instruction because of lack of primary institutiotial responsibility 
in plnnniirj aud because of lark of official record kocping on the r-nrt of the 
institinion. A detetMliiinn facior in t^eciJij.n v.hrth'r Instn-ction ucrc "institution 
non-crodit" cr "outride irency no>i-crcdit" v.oulc! I the pc>y::*cnt of the instructional 
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personnel involved, by tho institution or another outside ucjency. 

Thus it Wt\s ifletl that non-crcclit instruction would be additionally 
rolated to the pcrsoinvjl inventory section of the Uniform InfornkHion Systonu 
as well as to the student inventory section. 

If such infonnjtion were desired, the institution would bo able to 
calculate FTC non-credit students by tnultiplyiny the number students times 
the number of hours of the unit of instruction being offered utilizing the class 
roster. It would feasible to conpile non-credit instruction on an annual bais, 
probably reporting during the sunner period of infonnation collection for the UIS. 
At that tii c the previous fiscal year information would have been completed* and 
all actual class data would have becoire a matter of record. If subsidy payir.ents 
were available, they could be related to the previous year's actual infonnation. 

The possibility of also adding non-credit instruction as part of the 
space utili;!ction report of UIS was discussed by the cotnnii ttee . The class roster 
could provide the basis for class unit reporting. 

If a certificated program were to be developed, which was based upon 
tion-^credit course work, the class roster v.-l.ich would complete the final course 
in a sequence of courses which qualify students for the certificate would be 
considered the roster of student coi.:pleting. This list would then bo useful 
to the institution in reporting outputs. However the main purpose of the class 
list would be to maintain authenticating records within the institution which 
would support an audit of the actual continuing units offered by an institution 

during any fiscal year. 

The committee adopted the Continuing education Unit concept offered by 
the CoiTMnssion on Colleges of the Southern Association of Collegc:> and Schools, 
wliich was prepared in u npon, -ublishod in Atljnta in 1D73. liovn-vi-r, the 
copnittee (jualified th.> definition ui full time equivalent stuoent, which miiiiit 
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bf! subject to revision In vicvi of the standard for an TTC student In credit 
Instruction, which Is tnalntalncd by the Board of (iegents In Ohio. Tho difference 
Is that the Southern Association counts 12 credits as a full-time student whereas 
the Board of Regents counts IS credits as a full-tline student* The advantage 
of adopting the Soutbem Association's definition would appear to be that the 
rccoranendatlons of the Southern Association may be d'Jopted on a national basis* 
thus It would be an advantage to the Individual state to conform to the standard* 

The potential for developing a student record Into a transcript which 
would be provided by the college for students who had completed a program for 
certification and a career area was considered by the conm1ttee» but no comnritment 
was made for such developr^nt. It was suggested by committee members that students 
wishing certification of attendance could present their own records to the college 
which would then certify by means of checking class rosters of specified courses. 

Results of the Coianlttec Report and Rccon fiended Changes 

As a result of the committee report, after review by the presidents 
of the two-year campuses, the staff of the state governing authority suggested 
acceptance of the recotiimended Into the UIS, for reporting both academic period 
enrollment and student Inventory reports iiccording to the revised HE61S program, 
and a revised glossary of terms with a six digit coding system to Indicate 
prooram options. The staff believed that after the changes were Implemented, 
the data Indicated on the forms, attached In the appendix of this report, could 
bo assembled by the UIS, or by each campus as needed. The recommended forms 
were distributed to campuses, along with the final draft of the working plan 
for tv/o-year campuses. In the fall 1974. It was recoirflicnded to campuses that 
reported 1nfori:at1on could be classified Into five major forms, reflecilmj the 
typt* of program In which the studerf was enrolled. Suggested foiniis are to be 
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found In the appendix of this presuntdtlon. 

Host of the data contained therein aro already regularly assembled by 
the colleges for lltClS under the presently existing system; hoxvever there are 
frequently requests for the adoption of one uniform Infontiatlon system of 
reporting In order reduce duplicate reporting. The summaries presented were 
judged to be tiiorc meaningful for plr.nn1ng from an Institutional perspective. 
The five major types of programs arc those: 

1. Ba ccalau reate (o r transfer) o riented st udents. The iiata Indicated 
on this form will assist in planning for students at the completion of the academic 
program on the two-year campus. Condensation Into the four suggested categories 
business and management, education* engineering, and science, arts and Inter- 
disciplinary studies, was considered sufficient for state reporting alUough mny 
additional student majors may be represented. 

2* Tech nica l as sociate d corce students (type A). This form Is used 
to asseraWe student data for all approved pre-employoicnt programs. One line would 
be used for each program. The number of matriculated students would probably 
be greater than the number of unclarslfled, and the number of fuU-tltiie students 
would probably be greater than the nuniber of part*^t1me students. These programs 
would be offered primarily for entry-level careers, composed mostly of full -time 
students, taught by full-t1i!ie faculty. Graduates would be anticipated to be 
enfiloyable upon graduation* and the college would assist In obtaining placeinent. 

3. Technical asso ciate deg r ee sttidonis ( lyf «o__Bl . This form Is used 
for students who arc currently employed, and v/hose program is supplementary to 
their chosen career for upgriidlng skills and knowledge, or for acquiring new 
skills and knowledge. Type D is an in-service prugram, v-liereas Type A is a 
prc-scrvlcf: prc^;raia. tnrolU'cs would be i:o!nly part-time student*^, taught by 
part-tii5<} instructors, frcquetitly in cvcninij hours. Craduotis of these pro«iraros 

would not greatly affect the iianpov/er pool. 
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^* CorU f 1 c«» to jtroarams , Student data generated fi-oni approved 
occupational certificate proyrains will he asseiiibled on a fourth type of form, 
as well technical certificate prooratiis. Frequently In these cascscourse work 
will be recorded along with the appropriate type of credit. Credit hours or 
credit hour equivalents will be reported. With certificate programs tlie 

* 

nunber of full -tine students tnay exceed part-time students, and matriculated 
students may approximately equal unclassified students. With technical 
certificate programs part-timp students may equal or exceed full-time students* 
and matriculated students will exceed tlie number of unclassified students. 

5. Continuing edu ca tion non»cred1t student s. This classification 
would report each continuing education course, along with the number of 
unclassified students, which v;ould be likely to exceed matriculated students. 

Irr pJ ctr<?n ta t Ion o t the, I 1.^ ^ PPA? ^ !-* ^y^^ 

Although the modification of the present Information system has not 
been fully Implemented within two-year institutions In the state, planning for 
a pilot approach In selected Institutions has begun. Institutions which would 
have resources to handle additional reporting assignments have been asked to 
apply the nev/ system to their reports. The Institutions liave been asked to note 
the difficulties which they have encountered during the 1mplei;ientat1on process 
and have been asked to report any difficulties to the gove.'ning board. Tentatively 
a special advisory committee on iirtplcmcntation has been formed which has been 
charged with the responsibility of describing any problems In detail and solutions 
to these problems. * 

The Institutions which are contemplated being selected would be roughly 
representative of a variety of institutional typv-s within the state. Ihus the : ' 
pilot approach could then Ue extrupolulod to the stnte as a v.hole so that planning 
could be achieved on a statewide or regional level. Diido* no circumstances should 
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there be rc^orj -judt'd o r,o|»oratu reporting iy&triii for two-yeiir coUcmjos ns that 
con'parod to four-yoar collocc'S anJ universiticii. 

Whilu to doUs the recount. iidat I oni. trancmitttd to tho canipusrs, 
through tho Do.ird of RocjmiIs, have not boon adopted, tho state-v^idc corrnittee's 
exploratory c1 forts proposed in the development of rcportino activity, particularly 
in the area of mm-crodit instruction, have been of importance. It must not 
be forgotten that r^iporting infornwtion in terns of how it v.'ill be used should 
be conpotible with the ways in which the activities which give rise to the 
information reported are planned for and developed. 

The implications ore clear. A reporting system should be devised 
in which the inforiration reported spans all levels of post-secondary education 
in tho state. Not all institutions need to report all information. It would 
mean, however, that any inforiMtion which was to bo reported according to a 
parlicul.il proccd'irf ciml lit-t of defir.ilions would he the same for all institutions. 
While this recjrn:cnrlation of the coinrittce would impose a limitation upon the 
development of an inforiiation system, it would also encourage a high level 
of ingenuity and cooperation among all levels of post-secondary education within 
the state.

Studon t , Undcrgradua te ; Refers to a student having less than an associate 
or Ddccal aureate degree. 

Tra nscri Pt Cva 1 ua t i on ; An evaluation process applied to the work completed 
by a pcrsbii comTny from another collei>e or university whereby course numbers 
with credit are established. 
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
